“I respectfully gubmit that 
the rates and facts bere pre- 
sented, most of which come 
from sworn reports and records 
of the electric light and power 
companies themselves, require 
your immediate apd thorough 
investigation. The vicious eircie 
of high and discrimipatory 
rates, coupled with restricted 
use, must be broken,” 

Senator Norris’ term ‘1 restricted 
use’ is drawn from that part of 
Cooke’s brochure that stresses the 
inability of the average house- 
bolder, in an age of almost stag- 
gsering electrical development, to 
take advantage of electrical 
household appliances owing to 
prohibitive residential rates, Ob- 
viously, Cooke points out, the high 
eost of electricity keeps apyli- 
ances out of the home. It le the 
plain case of mechanical benefits 
$o humanity that, under existing - 
rates, cannot be afforded. 


Cooke’s Indictment. 

Cooke’s pamphlet eatablishes 
beyond @ doubt the comperative 
exorbitance of prevailing residen- 
tial rates. He also shows that 
the industry has made huge 
profits in the lest four _ yeare, 
the bulk of it having been drava 
from the domestic consumer, 
Clearly, he argues, it is the so- 
cial and economic duty of the 
companies to bring down their 
residential rates, basing them not 
on “what the traffic will bear’ 


1. The residence consumer of 
electricity, though using only 
21 per cent of the nation’s elec- 
tricity, pays 64 per cent of the 
bill.

HE most astonishing and, until recent- 

Iy, the most inexplicable aspect of the 
politica] record of the past five years has 
been the aftitude of the Coolidge adminis- 
tration and the Republican party toward 
the notorious facts of corruption.

It is not that they personally profited by 
the corruptien. Neither Mr. Coolidge nor 
any other present leader or official is di- 
rectly tainted by the scandalous proceed- 
ings of the Harding administration. But 
in order to account for their behavior, they 
must have been concerned indirectly. They 
must have been awdre of facts which, if 
divulged, would injure the public credit of 
themselves and their party and which, con- 
sequently, they did their best to suppress. 

The obvious assumption is that seme of 
the facts involved the behavior of the late 
President Harding himself. and there is 
sufficient reason to suspect that some of 
them do. But part of the tainted money, it 
has been proved, was used to pay some of 
the Republican 1920 deficit.

HE successive revelations which go to 


make up the oil scandals might seem to 
an unbiased mind to build up into one of 
the most damaging and unanswerabié in- 
dictments which the behavior of a national 
party and a responsible government Has ever 
invited. Next to being corrupt, complacen- 
cy and inertia in the face of corruption is 
the unfergivable offense, and the business 
leaders of the country, with one or two 
exceptions, the leaders of the Republican 
party. with scarcely any exceptions, and 
many of the most important newspapers, 
have assumed an attitude toward the oil 
scandals of complacency and indifference.

NCE upon a time I was > scosl 
() ing the aisles of a gaunt, 

weather-beaten church which 
some shift in the stream of French 
life had left stranded beside a

HEN I was 14, I decided to

nothing can be made without the 
most painstaking preparation. 


N one small set used for “The 
| Show Down.” which showed the 

interior of a “dobe house in a 
Mexican swamp, the interior 
measured roughly 15 by 25 feet. 
Four men and a girl played a se- 
ries of scenes in this room. On the 
screen these scenes occupied about 
23 minutes im all. The director 
worked 10 hours a day over a p2- 
riod of four weeks fn that single 
set and not an hour of his time 
Was wasted. 

To light the set, the electrical 
department used Kleigs, spots, 
floods and Cooper-Hewitt tubes-to 
the number of more than 50, pour- 
ing an ocean of white radiance into 
that confined space which “made 
possible the miraculous photogra- 
phy of modern films. Everyone 
of those 50 lights was scientifically 
placed to the fraction of an inch 
by expert electricians, working un- 
der the guidance of the head cam- 
eraman. In a scene of this kind, 
even shadows must be lighted. 
Nothing can be left entirely dark, 
but must have enough lizht so that 
the camntera eye sees under a table 
or behind a chair exactly what the 
human eye would see under the 
same conditions. To give that set 
the appearance of ordinary day- 
light required hours of careful 
study, endless rearrangement of 
lights and many preparatory film 
tests. 

Each time the cameras were 
moved for different angles, close- 
ups, or long s>cts, this task of re- 
adjusting the lights must be gone 
through. Half an hour ef light- 
shifting—all for a possible three 
or fowr minutes of actual camera 
crankirg. An hour — possibly 
more—spent in rehearsing a short 
scene between three or four peo- 
ple which the camera eventually 
recorded in five minutes. Every 
move of the players must be 
studied, every step planned. lest a 
sudden gesture at the wrong time 
detract from an important story- 
telling move by another player, or 
an actors changed position hide 
someone else so that the camera 
loses sight of something. And 
when all this is planned and re- 
hearsed, it must be done by the 
players in a natural, spirited fash- 
ion so that the audience forgets 
it fs only a motion picture and 
ts enthralled by the epell of tts 
story. 


ROGRESS in motion picture 
P studios is steady and each 

month finds some problem set- 
tled and reduced to a set formula. 
Things which had to be puzzied 
through and solved each time they 
eccurred in the past are now gov- 
erned by rules of precedent, but 
hundreds of things remain which 
ean never be done by rules and new 
things ate constantly cropping up.

There he 
received his degree. Shortly atfer 
his father, Gen. Barsukoff, en- 
tered the Russian White Army to 
fight against the Bolshevists young 
Sergi joined him. He was by 
turns cavalry Ligutenant, ma- 
chine-gun officer and aviater. He 
was with the remnant of the White 
Army rescued from Odessa by the 
American Red Cross ship Navajo. 
Then he entered the service of the 
Red Cross as a surgeon. His pas- 
sage to this country was paid by 
giving recitals on shipboard. Then 
he landed in New York, with no 
money, and two professions, but no 
friends.

a receiver are bringing 2L0, Lon- 
don, to America in the daytime. 
This elaborate outfit, designed 
and constructed. by Wellington 
Muir of Lockport, a research en- 
gineer, is aided by an antenng ap- 
proximately 600 feet long. From 
its loudspeaker, London's signals 
have been fed into the transmitter 
of WMAK and rebroadcast to 
American listeners. WMAK uses 
the 545-meter wave as does KSD, 
St. Louis. While the set has 24 
tubes, it contains but 12 sections.-

But the circumstances were not 
normal. The General realized, also, 
that he had so indulged his daughters, 
and particularly Anne, the younger.

he sought to make his will proof 
against all attack, so that it would 
serve his family as long as any of its 
members should have need of it. And 
in the light of later events he seems to 
have succeeded very well despite the 
fact that a bequest that would hold his 
fortune in perpetuity-is contrary to the 
laws of lowa. Anne, he knew, had in- 
herited his weakness for ‘‘taking a 
chance." So when he had finished 
parceling out the income from the 
major share of his estate, he created 
for her the Frank S. Pussey trust fund 
of nearly $150,000. 

But it wasn't long after the Gener- 
al’s death in 1916 before Miss Dodge's 
friends came to the conclusion that if 
the ‘‘spendthrift fund'’ had 
been made 10 times as 
large it would have been 
just another drop in what 
was an apparently infinite 
bucket. 

Very soon the Dodge 

sisters found themselves 
cramped for ready money. 
Some of the stocks, bonds 
and improved real estate 
held in trust for them had 
increased fabulously in 
value. But there were 
other assets that were not 
earning ready money. For 
instance, there are hun- 
dreds of acres of Texas 
land, worth but little now, 
but potentially valuable 
since it is in the path of 
oil field and agricultural! 
development. 

Miss Dodge and her sis- 
ter were anxious to con- 
vert these lands into ready 
cash, which would be invested in in 
come-earning stocks or bonds. But the 
courts, interpreting the intent of Gen- 
eral Dodge and realizing the wisdom 
of his investments and the probability 
of immense future wealth accruing 
from these now dormant lands. de- 
clined to sanction their § conversion. 
They weren't very sympathetic to Miss 
Dodge's plea that she would have to 
have more than $70,000 a year to 
live. It was then that Miss 
Dodge began to use that 
convenient phrase: 

“Charge ‘e.7 

And for five 
years she 
found that 
phrase 
very 
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useful. It is not difficult to under- 
stand where the $70,000 a year 
went and why Miss Dodge said 
“Charge it’ so often. She had a 14- 
room apartment in the most expensive 
apartment house in Washington, D. C‘%. 
on Connecticut avenue. She had a 
half-dozen servants, a secretary, a com- 
panion and part of the time a Chris- 
tian Science practitioner constantly in 
her employ. She indulged innumer- 
able whims and fancies that were more 
or less costly. 

When creditors began to harass her, 
she was able to convert her apartment 
into a virtual fortress, in which she 
withstood a long, long siege, keeping 
off bailiffs who wanted to serve ner 
with notices of lawsuits. Only her 
most intimate friends were admitted. 

On one of the few occasions, so far 
as is known, that she ventured out for 
a journey of any distance, she came 
here to pay a visit to her old family 
home. That was in 1924. She was ac- 
companied by her usual! retinue, aug- 
mented by a general messenger and

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utility boy, comparable, it would seem, 
to the page boys that accompanied 
great personages during the Middle 
Ages. 

She chanced to glance out of the

Ani 
not long afterward she 
and her party boarded a 
fast train for the East. 

Now, this was a bDril- 
liant coup, but it unfor- 
tunately proved Miss 
Dodge's undoing. After 
repeated efforts in other 
directions had _ failed. 
John L. Peterson, a Coun- 
cil Bluffs attorney, nit 
upon this incident as a 
means of. collecting 
money for the creditors 
whom he represented. He 
believed that with it he 
eould pierce the air-tight 
Dodge will. 

He argued before 
Judge O. D. Wheeler that 
Miss Dodge had actually 
absconded from the State 
when an attempt had 
been made to serve her 
with notices that she was 
being sued for her bills. If this were 
acknowledged, Peterson said, then 
Judge Wheeler had the power to tie 
up the “spendthrift fund” until all 
the bills were paid. 

He pointed out that Miss Dodge had 
come to Council Bluffs with all evi- 
dences of wealth. Miss Dodge had 
laughed at previous efforts to collect 
the debts, he said, since a judgment 
obtained against her in Iowa was not 
valid in the District of Columbia. He 
introduced testimony to show that she 
was living in wealth and ease in Wash- 


ington. 


er agreed with Peterson that Miss 

Dodge's departure in 1924 was 
made with the intent to hinder and de- 
lay her creditors. Judge Wheeler held 
that Miss Dodge was not entitled to 
her share of the income from tne 
“spendthrift fund’ until her bills were 
paid. The fund was, in fact, put in 
receivership through the suit which 
Peterson had started, representing 11 
creditors in various parts of the coun- 
try. And it was not long before other 
creditors appeared to take advantage 
of the new ruling.

BOSTON, Massachusetts. 
MERICANS have 
the reputation of 
living on superla- 
tives. “The greai- 
est,’ ‘“‘the biggest, 
“the richest,’ for- 
eigners believe, are 
the invariable be- 
ginnings of our conversations, the re- 
mainders being composed entirely of 
boasts. The odd thing about 
it is that we so often have 
occasion to use superlatives, 
whether we spend our time in 
such talk or not. 

On January 28, for in- 
stance, practically the entire 
population of the town of Lex- 
ington, Massachusetts, the 
great-great-grand - reverbera- 
tions, so to speak, of the shot 
heard around the world, were 
crowded aboard the new 
naval that bears the 
‘ame of their town, to present 
her with a silver tea set. 

A wild blizzard was swirl- 
ing ucross her as she lay, fat- 
bellied and strange to look at, 
nH! tLe army 
Buston. She 
uses almost every foot of room in the 
dock; the only vessels afloat that take 
up as much of its length are the Levia- 
than, which comes to Boston every so 
often to be painted, and the Saratoga, 
the Lexington’s sister ship. 

Not only are the Lexington and the 
Saratoga sheer masses of superlatives: 
they are also great gobs of contradic- 
tions. 

The Lexington, for instance, was not 
built to be what she is. She was de- 
signed—-in 1916—to be one of the 
greatest, swiftest, most powerful battle 
cruisers in the world. She was to have 
eight 16-inch guns-—which. on the 
well-known formula of an inch of cal- 
iber to a mile of range. would have let 
her fire at vessels 16 miles away. 

The sketches of her showed a long 
vessel, with an extremely low  free- 
board, with two pairs of superimposed 
turrets, with two great smoke funnels 
well apart, and two military masta. 


ODAY she is a nondescript, so

Ors of yesterday goes. One of 

them could find no other description 

of her than to say: “Well, by cripes, 
ain't she the cock-eyed brute!” 

Her funnels are massed together in 
a structure that looks like a grain ele- 
vator. ‘This structure is placed on her 
starboard rail, and the one military 
mast, conning tower, fire contro! and 
pilot house are placed strictly in line 
with it. She looks like half a ferry 
boat—but a ferry boat of monstrous 
proportions. 

Her freeboard is enormously tp- 
creased.

her own size, or if an American might 
be supposed to be telling of it, ‘“‘any 
three cruisers in the world.” 

As it is, the Lexington is able to 
take on a whole enemy fleet, and to 
have at least az good a chance to de- 
stroy the whole fleet as a cruiser 
would have to sink one other cruiser. 

She is the latest instrument of war- 
fare afloat, and as anvbody might 
guess, does not at all dependent on 
her eight-inch cannon as her main 
weapon of offense. She is a hornets’ 
nest afloat, the deadliest, wickedest 
hornets’ nest ever heard of. 

Like a hornets’ nest, she is no object 
of beauty, according to accepted stand- 
ards, though she certainly has a look 
of power and speed. Like a hornets’ 
colony, she will have her scouts out 
over the aurrounding ocean, a hundred 
or two hundred miles away. 

Upon their report of the presence of 
an enemy, the Lexington will go the 
rest of the way with the hornets’ nest 
simile. From the openings in her deck 
will swarm out her hornets, bombirg 
planes, scout planes to take care of any 
hornets that might be out from the 
other fellow’s nest, and torpedo and 
depth-charge planes for under-water 
attack and surprise parties on subma- 
rines, 

She is the biggest and most power- 
ful vessel afloat, and is as speedy as 
any of them. She can cross the At- 
lantic Ocean in four days—but if she 
does, it will be no fun to try to stand 
erect On her flying deck. For she can 
make 34 knots, nearly 40 miles an 
hour.

She has two acres of surface on her 
deck, and it is absolutely clear from 
end to end. The ship is really bullt 
to provide that deck, for her whole 
function is to house airplanes and give 


‘them a flying field from which to start 


and on which to land, in midocean. 

Even the great dirigible, the Los 
Angeles, can land aboard of her——and 
so can take on fuel or bombs—or, for 
that matter, passengers. 

She was designed in 1916, and her 
keel was laid in the Fore River ship- 
yard of the Bethlehem Steel Corpora- 
tion at Quincy, Massachusetts, in Feb- 
ruary, 1921. This shipyard was big 
enough to build two great battleships 
for the Argentine Republic, but § it 
wasnt big enough to hold the Lexing- 
ton.

Of Three British Airmen Who Fly Out to. Bring Down 
Richthofen Only One Returns — Prince and Peasant 
Acclaim Manfred as Young War God. 


PART VI. 


(Editor's Note: With nearly 50 
victories to his credit, Richthofen 
had become a sensational individu- 
al menace to the allies. The Red 
Ace himself and all Germany 
glowed with pride when reports 
came across the lines that the al- 
lied headquarters had issued orders 
to “get Richthofen.” There is no 
proof that any such order ever was 
issued. However, it was certain 
that high honors would go to the al- 
lied flyer who brought him down, 
thus private expeditions with this 
objective were common. Mr. Gib- 
bons presents here vivid accounts 
of one launched by three English 
planes, which met with dire fre- 
sults.) 


>» 
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ICHTHOFEN and 
his brother, Lo- 
thar,’ are dead 
now; also their 
comrade, Wolff. 
But they left 
vivid accounts of 
that air battle on 
April 29, 1917, when they met 
three English planes which had 
sallied forth expressly to ‘get’ 
the Red Knight. 

Another account was left by the 
one survivor of their enemies in 
that thrilling fight. He lives to- 
day in England. 

We will begin with the account 
which was given by Richthofen: 

“We flew to the lines, hoping 
to find our enemy,” he _ wrote. 
“After about 20 minutes, the first 
arrived and attacked us. 

“Our aggressors were three 
Spads, one-seater machines. Wolff, 
my brother, Lothar, and I were 
flying together. We were three 
against three. 

“Almost from the beginning of 
the encounter our superiority be- 
came clear. 

““‘My man was the first who fell. 
I suppose I had smashed up his 
engine. At any rate, he made up 
his mind to land. I no longer 
give pardon to any one. There- 
fore I attacked him a second time, 
and his whole plane went to 
pieces. 

“His wings dropped off like 
pleces of paper and the body of 
the machine fell like a_ stone, 
burning fiercely. It dropped into 
& swamp, and I have never dis- 
covered the name of my opponent. 

“Wolff and my brother had at- 
tacked their opponents and forced 
them to the ground not far from 
my victim. We were very happy 
and flew home, and hoped that the 
Anti-Richthofen Squadron would 
return often to the fray.” 

The three British airmen in the 
combat related above were Maj. 
H. D. Harvey-Kelly, D. S. O.; Sec- 
ond Lieut. R. Applin and Second 
Lieut. N. W. Hamilton. all from 
the Nineteenth Squadron. Richt- 
hofen killed Applin, Wolff killed 
Harvey-Kelly, and Lothar took for 
himself the credit of forcing 
Hamilton to land as a prisoner. 

Hamilton was a young branch 
manager of a leather manufactory 
in India, who went back to En- 
gland in 1915 to fight. He enlist- 
ed and gained his commission in 
1916. Attached to the Northum- 
berland Fusiliers, he went through 
the first Battle of the Somme and 
then transferred to the flying 


corps. 

66 1917,"" he declared, "I 
On the early patrol and 

took my machine up, but at 10,000 

feet we were lost in a thick bank 

of clouds. It was no use continu- 

ing, so I returned to the airdrome. 

“The whole squadron was fitted 
with Vickers, one to each ma- 
chfne. 

“‘Harvey-Kelly and myself got 
off the ground together and hung 
around for a spell, waiting for 
Applin, but as he appeared to be 
making no attempt to follow us, 
we started off. We cruised about, 
looking for Richthofen and his 
circus. 

‘We had been tn the air about 
two hours when a third Spad 
joined us, and, judging from the 
markings, I concluded Applin had 
found us. 

“Soon after Applin joined us we 
sighted the circus, about 1000 feet 
below. There was 18 planes fly- 
ing more or less on a line ahead, 
siightly echelon. 

“As we were only 4000 feet up,

I did not expect Harvey-Kelly 
would attack, but at the same mo- 
ment we noticed six triplanes of 
the Royal Navy Air Service fiying 
toward us. Harvey-Kelly immedi- 
ately gave the signal to attack, but 
the triplanes sheered off and left 
me to it. 

“Applin was following me, when 
I saw him stall on his tail and go 
down in a spin, and then burst in- 
to flames. 

“I looked up and saw that 
Richthofen in his all-red plane had 
been cruising about 2000 feet 
above his circus, which incidental- 
ly was his usual position. He had 
evidently shot Applin down. 

“I carried out my original plan 
of attacking the center machine, 
noticing as I did so that Harvey- 
Kelly had accounted for two Huns 
and was pretty busy with four or 
five more. 

“Over Douail my gun jammed. 

“I beat it to get toward our 
lines, when they managed to hole 
my tank which, being under my 
feet, was force-fed into the en- 
gine. The moment the pressure 
was released my engine stopped 
and as it stopped on the turn, I 


stalled and spun. 
a | up speed and steered for 
our lines, but very soon had 
four of the enemy on my tail. They 
managed to shoot away all of my 
instruments and most of my 
struts and flying wires, so that be- 
fore long I was practically flying 
& monoplane, as my bottom plane 
was flapping. 

“T was down to about 300 feet 
when they holed my gravity tank, 
and my engine stopped for good. 
I made a good landing just behind 
Oppy Wood, about a kilo short of 
the line, and while the Hung on 
the ground were running up to 
secure me I endeavored to fire my 
bus. 

“During this time, however, the 
four Huns in the air continued fir- 
ing at me. Having no petrol left, 
I was unsuccessful in firing my 
bus, but I saw her hit by our own 
guns soon afterward, so that she 
was completely destroyed. 

“‘T heard later that Applin was 
dead and that Harvey-Kelly died 
in a hospital three days later from 
head wounds. I also understand, 
but could never get authentic con- 
firmation, that Harvey-Kelly and 
myself accounted for five Huns 
before we were shot down. Ap- 
plin, of course, was killed before 
he could fire a shot.’’ 

Hamilton was 25 years old at 
the time of the fight. He spent 
the rest of the war in a German 
prison. He now lives in Surrey. 
Applin’s father, since the death of 
his son, has moved from the old 
home in Southampton, and all ef- 
forts to locate the mother of Maj. 
Harvey-Kelly at her old address 
in Buckingham have failed. 

The father of the German ace 
was waiting at the Douai airdrome 
when his two sons returned from 
the fight. He had seen Applin go 
down, and he had seen the other 
two English machines forced to 
earth. 

Describing that curious meeting 
between father and sons, Richt- 
hofen wrote: 

“The old man felt very happy, 
and he was delighted with our 
reports. He is not one of those 
fathers who have fears for their

sons, I think he would have liked 
very much to have got into a ma- 
chine and helped us with our 
shooting. We all had a meal to- 
gether.” 

The family reunion at table was 
interrupted by an air combat im- 
mediately over the airdrome.

Suddenly, from out the melee 
above them, a German machine 
came plunging down in uncon- 
trolled curves. The machine gun- 
ner in the rear seat was dead. The 
pilot was slightly injured in the 


landing. 


Richthofen senior was silent as 
he walked back across the field 
behind the group that carried tie 
body of the dead observer. The 
incident was something that Richt- 
hofen would have preferred’ to 
have kept hidden from his father's 
eyes.

GQ nen ace shot down and killed 
two English airmen. They 
constituted his much desired fif- 
tieth victory, the record which he 
had wanted his father to see him 
make. Unfortunately for his plans, 
the fight took place beyond the 
range of the telescope with which 
the father scanned the sky from 
the Douali flying field. 


The victims of this combat were 
young noncommissioned officers, 
although Richthofen raises one to 
the rank of Captain in his report. 
They were Sergeant G. Stead and 
Air Mechanic Corporal Alfred Bee- 
bee, both of the Eighteenth 
Squadron, Royal Flying Corps. 
They flew an old F. E. 2b, armed 
with Lewis guns, and they were 
acting as an escort to photography 
planes. 


EVERAL hours later the Ger- 


Stead was 19 years old and 
came from Manchester, where he 
had said good-by to his bride just 
eight days before his death. Those 
eight days constituted his entire 
career as a pilot in France. 


Beebee’s mother, who lives to- 
day in Birmingham, England, had 
brought him up with a respect for 
the truth but that did not prevent 
the boy from swearing that he was 
19 years old when he was actually 
17. With this misstatement of 
fact he enlisted and served 18 
months in the air. In that time 
he shot down seven German planes 
and won the Croix de Guerre. 


“I don’t know where my boy is 
buried,”’ says Mrs. Beebee, “but |! 


know he died a true English gen- 
tleman.’’ 
. - * 

On the front below, where the 
battle of Arleux was now 40 hours 
under way, the day was beginning 
to fade; but up aloft there was 
light still, and Richthofen knocked 
down two more planes before sun- 
set. 

Number 6§1—his start on the 
second half century——-was an En- 
glish artillery plane, but neither 
Richthofen nor the English casu- 
alty reports is able to reveal the 
identity of the airmen, because 
the wrecked plane, while burning 
on the ground, was blown to bits 
by shell fire. 

The flying uhlan had spotted 
two artillery flyers who appeared 
to be without escort. He signaled 
to Lothar to attack with him. The 
two brothers flew toward their 
prey with increased speed. They 
knew that their red-nosed Alba- 
tross machines were superior to 
those of their intended victims. 

It took several minutes’ maneu- 
vering to get into ts favorabie 
position under the tail of the two- 
seater. Then a short bureat of 
machine gun lead and the old En- 
glish plane collapsed in the air. 
The German ace said later that he 
never. had a more rapid success. 

Lothar had engaged the other 
enemy plane, and the fight was 
going on hardly 500 feet away 
from the elder brother's moving 
position. He watched every de- 
velopment of the engagement and 
saw Lothar’s adversary fall. 
N hofen found himself at- 

tacked by a speedy pursuit 
plane of a new model ahd much 
more worthy of his attention than 
the slow artillery plane. 

It was a new Nieuport from 
Squadron 40, and the 22-year-old 
youngster who handled the stick 
was looking for trouble. 

The pllot was Capt. Frederick 
Leycester Barwell. When war 
broke out, Barwell, just entering 
Cambridge, enlisted in the Queen's 
Westminster Rifles, in which he 
received his commission in six 
weeks. 

In January, 1917, he transferred 
to the flying corps, gained his pi-

lot license on April 10, hit the 
front with the Fortieth Squadron 
on April 13, and was burned to 
death in the air on April 29, as 
the result of his fight with Richt- 
hofen. 

The Germans buried him with 
honors at Beaumont, west of 
Douai, and one enemy infantry re- 
port had this to say about’ the 
fight: 

“‘The combat lasted almost half 
an hour. All the trocps in the 
neighborhood came out and 
watched this thrilling fight. The 
British airman persistently 
sought combat, and half a dozen 
times appeared to be nose diving 
to earth, but eacn time he filat- 
tened out and with admirable dar- 
ing attacked again. We were full 
of admiration for the courage of 
this pilot.”’ 

Richthofen was able to avoid 
the shower of lead that spurted 
from the Englishman’s Vickers 
gun as the speedy little Nieuport 
darted down from above. That 
miss cost Barwell his life. 

The flying uhlan never learned 
Barwell's name. He was too busy | 
that night celebrating with 
father the great day that he had 
had in the air.
